And then Burton goes on to tell us of the 
great Balibalous Perkimerus, Senator to 
Charles the Fifth, how he ruled all Ger­ 
many, lying most part of his days sick of 
the gont upon his bed ; to say nothing of 
the notable example of Epicurus, who, 
being in miserable pain, rayed out the re­ 
mark that “ the joy of his soul for his 
rare inventions repelled the pain ot his 
bodily torments,” and professed himself 
to be verv comfortable.

ALKALINE DEPOSITS FR03I WATERS OF 
IRRIGATION. 


Professor E. W . Hilgard, in his report as 
Professor of Agriculture in the University 
of California, observing that ordinary sur­ 
face irrigation on alkaline lands tends to 
concentrate the alkali at the Burface, pro­ 
poses as a remedy underdraining, “ which 
may so far lower the water-table from 
which the saline m atters are derived, and 
may so far favor the washing out of tho 
salts during the rainy season, th at tho 
latter will thereafter fail to reach the sur­ 
face so as to accumulate to an injurious 
extent with 
reasonable 
tillage.” 
The 
waters of Kern and Tulare Lakes contain 
an excess of solid matter, the quantity in 
the former lake being twenty-six times 
as much as in average river-water, and 
consisting mostly of carbonate of soda, 
common 
and 
Glauber’s 
salts. 
The 
evaporation from such water when it is 
used iu irrigation adds annually to the 
deposit of alkali in the soil, the effect of 
which must be counteracted by the culti­ 
vation of deep-rooted crops, the use of 
gypsum, sub irrigation, and the leaching 
out of the alkali from time to time by long- 
continued 
flooding and 
uadcrdrainage. 
Professor Hilgard concludes, after an ex­ 
amination of the facts, that “ there are, 
probably, few river waters in the world of 
such composition or natural purity that 
continued irrigation without correlative 
underdrainage can be practiced without in 
the end causing an injurious accumulation 
of soluble salís in the soil.” The Indian 
Government, after having spent enormous 
sums to bring water upon the fields, now 
has to face the problem of its economical 
removal by drainage, so as to relieve the 
soil of the accumulated alkali which has 
rendered it unfit for cultivation.

prived of ox-ygen to a hurtful degree ; tho 
atmosphere of a mine is also further viti­ 
ated by the gaseous carbon compounds 
given off by the slow combustion of the 
coal. 
M. Fabre concludes that a snpply of 
air is more essential than that of light, and 
even the best-ventilated mines require bsG 
te r ventilation,

THE DISCORDANT REGENTS. 


The llegeats of th e U niversity have had 
another storm y m eeting, and they were 
unable to conceal th eir disrord from the 
public. 
The A dvisory C om m ittee was 
openly and fiercely assailed, th e m anage­ 
m ent of U niversity affairs was denounced 
as arbitrary and autocratic, and Regent 
Stfcbbins wa3 told by R egent W allace th a t 
th e Professors “ trem bled in th eir shoes” 
a t the thought of his hostility. 
This 
trem endous charge seemed to upset Re­ 
gent Stebbin8 com pletely, and ho insisted 
th a t Regent W allace phculd retract it. 
This, however, R egent W allace flatly re­ 
fused to do, on th e ground th a t th e 
statem ent was “ perfectly true, ” and then 
be w ent on to abose th e A dvisory Com­ 
m ittee ia good act term s. 
R egent H ager 
joined in th e assault, and for some tim e 
“ the air was dark w ith anguish,” as 
Longfellow observes. T he reports of these 
m eetings naturally tend to increase the 
esteem and respect and confidence reposed 
in the Board of R 'g e n ts by the public, 
and to dissipate th e apprehensions of a 
aeri >us movement against the institution 
by th e next Legislature. 
The opinions 
w hich th e Regents evidently entertain of 
o ie another are also decidedly calculated to 
confirm the prevailing belief th a t 
the 
U niversity of California is an adm irably 
m anaged institution. 


INTE 3 NATIONAL LARCENY. 


A very extraordinary story is told of the 
pteuliar economy practiced by th e Cana­ 
dian postal authorities, 
i t was some tim e 
since obferved, says the story, th a t th s 
U nited States mail bags which were sent 
in to C anada in the ordinary course, did not 
return, and finally this detention of our 
rr.aii bags became so regular a thing th a t it 
was found necessary to dispatch special 
agents into the Dominion to exam ine into 
th e case. 
These agents discovered th at the 
local Canadian mail strviea wa3 nearly all 
perform ed with Am erican pouches. A re - 
<i nest for the retu rn of the bags was then 
m ade upon the Canadian G overnm ent, but 
w hen they undertook to comply w ith it 
th e y found them selves compelled to order 
te e m anufacture of a great num ber of 
pouches, and this took so much tim e th at 
they were obliged to adm it the tru e state 
of th e case. 
I t Í3 said th a t the report of 
tn c I. nited States special agents showed 
th a t a t the tim e these investigations wero 
m ade nearly all the leather pouches in nse 
in th e Dominion were American property. 
The Canadian Governm ent 
has saved i t ­ 
self a very considerable annual expendi­ 
tu re by this larcenous appropriation 
of 
o u r mail bags, and it would be interesting 
to know w hat explanation of the discred­ 
itable business the Canadian postal authori­ 
ties have to make. 


A 
MODEST 
REQUEST. 


G n itteau th in k s he ought to be liberated 
on bail, and has actually m ade application 
for such enlargem ent. 
W hether he has 
tak en this course for the express purpose of 
creating a Relief in liis insanity can only 
be conjectured, b u t th e presum ption is th at 
th e man really thinks he has com m itted no 
hcinons crim e inasm uch as th e President 
is likely to recover. 
T his tends to confirm 
th e 
accuracy 
of 
th e 
diagnosis

sense. 
H e probably does not understand 
th a t he has m ade an extraordinary or un­ 
reasonable request, and no doubt ho will 
consider lum self deeply w ronged w hen he 
finds th a t there is no intention of adm itting 
him to bail. 
If, however, he was placed 
upon th e streets of W ashington free to ­ 
m orrow , th e strong probability ia th at 
w ithin th irty m inutes he would be hanging 
from a lam p p o s t; and therefore it is for 
his own good th a t he ia k ept in jail. 


THE 
APPEAL OF TEE MINERS. 


W e publish th is m orning a statem ent 
issued by the M iners’ Association, giving 
th eir view of th e present controversy in 
regard to hydraulic m ining. 
I t is tem per­ 
ately and a t the same tim e forcibly w rit 
ten, and it ought to satisfy those who have 
not already m ade up th eir m inds th a t 
there is a great deal to be said on both 
sides of this issue. 
T he general substance 
of th e appeal may be briefly summarized. 
The m iners refer to th e large benefits 
w hich have accrued to the State from hy­ 
draulic mining. 
They allege th a t after 
having been allowed to invest immense 
sum s in these works, and to prosecute 
them w ithout hindrance for th irty 3’cars, 
they ought not in equity to be compelled 
to abandon the undertakings. 
They adm it 
th a t injury ha3 been done to th e valley 
lands, bu t they deny th a t th e injury has 
been anything like so extensive as has been 
represented. 
They refer to the reports of 
th e engineers a3 dem onstrating th a t no 
dam age has been done to the harbor of San 
Francisco. 
They assert th a t the hydraulic 
m ines are r.ot aloue responsible for the 
fouling of the rivers, but th a t agricultural 
operations have contributed to th at result. 
They deny th at the mines are owned by 
foreigners or w orked by Chinese. 
They 
declare th a t they do no t employ nearly so 
m any Chinese as the farm ers in the valley. 
They further represent th a t they have al­ 
ways been w illing and ready to do w hat­ 
ever w as possible tow ards restoring and 
preserving th e rivers : th at this restora­ 
tion and preservation could have been 
effected by th e D rainage A c t; th a t they 
did not expect the State to continue to 
contribute tow ards 
the 
prosecution of 
these works for more than three years, at 
th e expiration of w hich tim e they intended 
to tak e charge, of and m aintain the re­ 
straining dam s them selves. 
In conclusion they say : “ The condition 
“ of affairs is briefly th u s: engineers, as 
“ able as can be found in th eU n itcd States, 
“ assert th a t the mines can be worked, 
“ th a t the valley lands at th e same tim e 
“ can be protected, and th a t the navigable 
“ ovater-coursts of the State can be brought 
“ into good condition. In th e face of these 
“ statem ents by scientific authorities, it is 
“ proposed to a t once cu t off from the an- 
“ nual revenue of th e people of the State 
“ some $13,000,000. 
The ruin of the min- 
“ ing counties will then follow, and yet 
“ the danger from the vast deposits of de- 
“ bris in the rivers will have to be m et.' 
This is a concise and at th e same tim e rea­ 
sonably accurate condeueation[of the actual 
situation. 
I t is perfectly true, as we hax-e 
repeatedly dem onstrated, th a t no respect­ 
able reason has been show n for abandoning 
th e engineering plans which had the in ­ 
dorsem ent of the best science in th e coun­ 
try-. 
No man has ever been in a position 
to say w ith au th o rity th a t those plans 
would not have succeeded. 
On the con­ 
trary, th e only men who are en titled to 
speak confidently 011 the m atter, because 
they understand the question experim ent­ 
ally, namely, th e engineers, have w ithin 
th e past few weeks reiterated th eir convic­ 
tions th a t the protection of th e valleys can 
be assured beyond peradventure by the 
prosecution of these works. 
I t is not to he denied either th at the 
m iners have been allowed to prosecute 
th eir enterprises for so long a tim e th at, 
even supposing them to be w ithout legal 
justification for th e results of their work, 
they m ay claim to have been induced to 
m ake heavy investm ents cffi the strength of 
general acquiescence in w hat they were 
doing. 
Considerations of this kind will 
not perhaps have m uch w eight w ith those 
whose property 
lias been injured or de­ 
stroyed by the slickens, and it is not to be 
expected th a t these parties w ill display 
phenom enal 
patience 
and 
philosophy. 
There is, however, one argum ent in the 
m iners’ appeal which can be appreciated by 
all, and th a t is th e argum ent th a t even if 
the m ines are all stopped, and the m ining 
connties depopulated, the danger from 
debris will not be removed. 
T his is the 
consideration which th e R ecord-U nion 
has specially insisted upon, and so far as 
w e can see there is literally no answ er to 
it. 
A ll th a t the farm ers desire, we pre­ 
sume, is a guarantee against future injury. 
I t is no t credible th a t they wish to ruin 
the m iners w antonly. 
If they can be 
made secure against injury to th eir lands 
they doubtless w ould be perfectly willing 
th at m ining should continue. 
B ut w hether 
they are so w illing or not they m ust per­ 
ceive th a t they cannot secure th eir own 
safety by any m ethods which do not take 
acccunt of the enormous masses of debris 
already in the upper channels of the rivers. 
Litigation cannot protect them against this 
at all. 
No am ount of suits will affect it in 
th e least. 
N othing b ut restraining works 
can hold it back, and litigation contem ­ 
plates no such precautionary devices. 
The miners eay th a t they are willing to 
tak e upon them selves the cost of m aintain­ 
ing th e dams already built. 
If they do 
not do it, the inevitable conclusion is th a t 
it will not be done at all. 
A nd if it is not 
done a t all there- is no power on earth ca­ 
pable of preventing the destruction of all 
the lands which the farm ers are now trying 
to preserve by litigation. 
All talk of en ­ 
joining th e hydraulic minea is practically 
irrelevant 10 long as no provision is made 
for dealing w ilh the debris which has left 
th e mines. 
W hoever cannot sec thia tru th 
ia incapable of com prehending the plainest 
m atters of fact. 
1 f, therefore, th e advo­ 
cates of litigation have no consideration for 
the equities of the miner?, they m ust at 
least realize th a t they are jeopardizing 
th eir own interests b y . relying absolutely 
upon a means of protection w hich cannot 
protect them . 
I t is, indeeel, quite true, as 
the m iners say, th a t th e money about to 
be spent in litigation would, if properly ex­ 
pended, “ largely contribute to the relief 
“ and settlem ent of the injury- elone to the 
“ rivers.” 
As it is, this money w ill go 
into th e pockets of the law yers, and even 
if the farm ers win th eir suits they will 
still be exposed to as great dangers as ever, 
and w ill then have no defense left against 
th e debris. 
If the statem ent of the m iners 
causes this subject to be discussed in a 
larger and broader spirit, it w ill have been 
w orth m aking, for ju st now there is far too 
strong a tendency to jum p to conclusions 
about it w ithout exam ining the facts at all, 
and such a tendency helps nobody b a t the 
fec-hunting law yers.

D isastrous E ire a t T ru ck e r. 
T ruckee, August 3d.—Cr ies oí fire and the 
screeching of fire engines last night a t ten 
minutes past 10 startled the people of Truckee 
as they have nut been startled for a number 
of y-ears. 
I t was discovered th at flames were 
issuing from a house on J ibboom street Known 
as a dance-house, and also the W hite House. 
From the tim e of the first alarm up to within 
its abating there was scarcely any wind, but 
nevertheless the flames spread with great ra­ 
pidity, licking up everything in their path, 
and penetrating brick buildings which were 
supposed to be firt-proof as so much paper, 
witli two or three exceptions. 
From the cor­ 
ner of Jibboom and F ront streets on the east 
there are but two houses left that have not 
heen injured to a great extent. 
Excepting 
the hotel of John Moody, the Pacific House, 
and the supply store of the Truckee Lumber 
Company, every business house has been 
burned. 
The total los3 of property is estim ated at 
about $350,000, the greater being as follows : 
P. Sheridan, 312,000 ; 
84,750 insurance. 
Richardson Bros., 
§1.500; no insurance.

unawares, thrown down, disarmed and tied 
with a rope. 
Two squaws were with him, 
who made a fnrious attack on the captors 
with knives and hatchets. 
One squaw re­ 
treated to a tent near by, and procuring a 
W inchester rifle renewed the fight. 
One of 
the officers, íd self defense, was compelled to 
shoot the woman through the arm. 
The 
other tquaw fought like a tiger, and had to 
be clubbed over the head with a revolver be­ 
fore she would deaiet. 
M eantime Tom Ne 
managed to loojen liis bonds, and arming 
himself with a h3tchet renewed the murder­ 
ous attack on the officers. 
Before he would 
surrender he had to be shot through the leg 
and clubbed fearfully. 
One of the officers 
was severely wounded in the fight. 
A lter a 
meet desperate and bloody eucorrnter the trio 
were captured and taken to Yakim a City. 
Tom Ne contestes his guilt. 
Captain G irard Debuey, of the steamer

Continuation of the Investigation 
at San Francisco. 


VIEWS ON F SISON MANAGEMENT. 


The System Contrasted tcith that of 
Other Countries.

S an F rancisco, A ugust 3d.—Tim State 
Prison Investigation Cim ruitlee contiuued 
its session to-day. 
VIEWS ON PRISON DISCIPLINE. 
W illiam Neilseu appeared before the Board, 
and gave h¡3 views on prison discipline. 
From experience in A ustralia in prison m at­ 
ters he said th at he felt qualified to give some 
valuable opinions in penology. 
In conse­ 
quence of invitations from Governor H aight 
I frequently visited San Quentin, and had 
ample opportunity to judge cf the true in­ 
wardness of th at institution, having obtained 
information from prisoners as to the prac­ 
tices then in vogue there. 
I consider that 
the prison system is substantially the same 
now. 
Its adm inistration is not so good as it 
was during tho 
latter part of Governor 
H aight’s administration. 
From observations 
made then I can tail a good deal relating to 
the doings in the prison. 
I cannot substan­ 
tiate anythiug now, for I have no direct evi­ 
dence to offer. 
A man who has been a bank 
clerk or an intelligent laborer, whc-n sent to 
San Q uentin m ust either r lfiliate with cut­ 
throats, burglars aud other convicts, or else 
he will lead 


t h e lik e of a dog. 
H e m ust be confined in rooms where gam­ 
bling, drinking ar.d other excesses are in­ 
dulged in. 
A man w ith money can get any­ 
thing there—tobacco, 
whisky 
and 
even 
women. 
The officials there ate making all 
the way from §2 to $10 per day off the pris­ 
oners, by furnishing them these contraband 
articles. 
I have known cases where a guard 
at $50 [ier month has saved enough money- to 
cariy him over one administration until he 
could get back again. 
The evil is due more 
to the system 
than to the officials them ­ 
selves. 
No man should be adm itted as an 
official unless he is a good man and capable 
of being in himself a moral instructor. 
U n­ 
less you have meu imbued with this high 
seiise of honor, the work of reformation will 
be useless. 
Other men will simply Btay there 
to make all there is in sight. There are many 
persons there whose friends provide them 
with money and luxuries. 
. 
W itness descanted on the evil of perm itting 
hardened criminals to associate with younger 
criminals. 
M r. Gibbs informed witness th at during 
this adm inistration boys had either been 
separated from the men or else placed in 
charge of convicts who were morally good 
men, but had made a single misstep. 
DAILY NEWSPAPERS. 
W itness referred to the fact th at daily 
newspapers w ere circulated in the prison, and 
th at these of course had accounts of crimes 
daily committed by their comrades a t large. 
Thi3 has a bad effect on a prisoner. 
There is 
even an agency for the sale of papers right in 
the prison. 
Mr. M ills said he knew that. 
The pro- 
prie‘y of removing this was under considera­ 
tion. 
Witness, resuming, said th at nothing like 
this exists ia other prisons. 
W hen a convict 
leaves the prison, even if he is inclined to go 
to work, he is m et by D eputy Sheriffs 
throughout the State, who blackmail these 
unfortunates and aid iu driving them back to 
the Penitential y. 
H e cited the case of an 
ex-convict who had to work for six months 
for a D eputy Sheriff w ithout getting a cent. 
Judge Freelon, said witness, stated that San 
Quentin makes young meu criminals ; th at 
they will not keep out of there, and th at he 
has had to send young men back there for 
life, 
la other words, that the State makes 
them criminals, aud that it has to take care 
of them for life. 
W itness coincided with 
Judge Freelon in his opinion. 
THF. PRISONS OF GREAT DKITAIN. 
California to-day is in about the same con­ 
dition th at G reat B ritain was fifty years ago. 
Howard, Crofton ar.d other hum anitarians 
have made the English prisons better reform­ 
atories. 
Crofton, on being allowed to work 
out his plans in the Irish prisons, had re­ 
duced the percentage cf reconviction3 from 
55 per ceDt. to 7. 
No subject has been so 
well discussed in England as the science of 
penology. 
The principle has become well 
established th at a prison should have a dual 
chaiaeter. 
The first thing is that it should 
be deterrent, and second, reformatory, carry­ 
ing out, first of all, the idea of deterrent pun­ 
ishment. 
The prisoner, when taken charge 
of, if he is a man of bad character, m ust be 
taken hold of, and new and better ideas in­ 
stilled iuto him. 
H e should first be placed 
in a solitary cell from four weeks to nine 
months. 
H e 
should 
see 
no 
human 
being 
but 
liis 
Chaplain, 
and 
even 
his 
food 
should 
be 
left 
for 
him 
by some one he cannot see. 
He is left to 
his own reflection, except when twice a week 
he is visited by his moral instructor. 
This 
instructor must bo a man capable of gaining 
the respect of the convict, and he must 
bo able to find the 
weak spot in 
his 
moral nature. 
A fter the convict has been in 
a cell say six w-eeks, work should be given 
him that can be done in liis cell. 
The work 
should be something requiring patience and 
industry. 
H e should be allowed due credit 
for work properly done. 
I have heard con­ 
victs say th at they would rather undergo one 
year's confinement among their fellows than 
one month in solitude. 
The second step is 
to place them with others in a silent room, 
where no prisoner is allowed to speak to an­ 
other. 
Here, if good and bad men are mixed 
together, they cannot talk. 
Men are com­ 
pelled to keep apart and not talk. They thus 
gain a certain government over themselves. 


THE TICKET-OK-LEAVE SYSTKJI. 
In England it was found th at the number 
of reconvictions was so large because, after 
the long restraint in prison, they were sud­ 
denly discharged, and they naturally ran to 
excess. 
This was remedied in England by 
giving the prisoners certain liberties, nnder 
w hat was sailed the “ tieket-of-leave ” sys­ 
tem. 
This has been found to be the best 
feature ever introduced into prison life. 
W here this is extant a ticket-of-leave man 
must, for a certain time, report himself to 
the prison authorities. 
H e is not known to 
the community as aD ex-convict, and even a 
policeman is not allowed to recognize him as 
such. The witness said that, w ith some slight 
changes and outlay, it will be possible to con­ 
struct the Folsom prison to carry out the 
silent system. This State is committed to the 
m anufacturing of iute. 
By some changes at 
San Quentin the system could be carried out 
even there. The State could very wisely buy 
200 or 300 acres of land in the valleys near 
San QuentiD, where could be instituted a 
model farm, where men with short terms 
could work. 
M r. W att—How would Santa Catalina 
island do ? 
Mr. Nielsen—W ell, I don’t think th at the 
State is prepared to give up its present quar­ 
ters. 
This farm should be an adjunct of San 
Quentin, which could use the products of the 
farm. 
The prisoners cn the farm could be 
trusted, because they would not care to lose 
their one-fifth credits earned in the prison. 
In A ustralia, a model farm is kept up by the 
State. 
The ticket-of-leave system could not 
be carried out here, us we have no uniform 
police, and there are too m any facilitiea for 
getting away.

BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


The A pplication 
for 
Reduction 
upon 
Rancho Del Faeo. 


There was a full Board present at the ses­ 
sion of the Board of Equalization yesterday. 
The applications filed were as follows, and 
after hearing the testimony of applicants in 
relation to reductions asked, tte several cases 
were taken under advisement for future 
decision :

The Board than proceeded to consider the 
application of J . B. Haggin for a reduc­ 
tion upon the Rancho Del Pato, c insisting of 
43 440 
acre», from §14 021 per acre 
to 
88 30 j.er acre, or in the aggregate, from 
§635,292 to §300.300. 
A large number of 
witnesses were present and testified upon the 
respective side? of the case. Among those in­ 
troduced by Mr. Haggin in support of 
the reduction were A. P . Catlin, t . 
\ \ . 
gr.itb George Cone and Jerome C. Dav:?. 
Those in support of the assessment as re­ 
turned and borne upon were Richard Atell, 
Elisha Daley, E. H . Driver, George Sm ith 
and several others who are owners of lands 
adjoining the grant under consideration. The 
testimony, as is usual in such case?, was very 
conflicting and exhibited a wonderful range 
and difference of judgm ent in regard to the 
quality, condition and cash value of tho lands 
contained in Rancho Del Paso, or an extreme 
elasticity of conscience in the statem ent of 
fact». 
Of course those examined for Mr. 
Haggin fully sustained his claim for a reduc­ 
tion to the amount stated in the application, 
while the much larger number who testified 
upon the other side showed as conclusively 
th at the lands were worth the full value for 
which they were assessed, if not more. 
The hearing of testimony was concluded 
and the case taken under advisement.

HUMAN 
PETRIFACTION. 


A peculiar and interesting case of human 
petrifaction has recently been discovered in 
the case of the remains of a child removed 
from the City Cemetery, in this city. 
The 
child, which was three years of age, died at 
W adsworth, Nev., October 5, 1871, and was 
brought to th¡3 city for interm ent and buried 
in an iron casket, which was hermetically 
sealed. 
In M ay last the casket was taken up 
and taken to Los Angeles for reinterm ent at 
th at place. 
The remains were exhumed by 
Superintendent W . C. Farnsw orth and W. 
H. Chamberlain, who noticed and remarked 
in handling the casket, after it was taken 
from the ground, th at it was part full of wa­ 
ter or liquid of some kind, as they could hear 
it distinctly when the casket was moved. 
The two raised it from the grave and carried 
it afterwards without difficulty, and did 
not think of its being unusually heavy 
for an iron casket. 
I t was sent to Los A n­ 
geles by railroad. 
W hen being handled 
there it was found to be so heavy th a t suspi­ 
cion was aroused, and it was believed that 
the remains had been removed and rock 
placed in the casket. 
The casket was opened 
to ascertain the cause of the weieht, when it 
was found th at the liquid, which had previ­ 
ously been noticed or heard in the casket, 
and which more than half filled it, had 
asi-umed the appearance of ice, and was as 
hard arid cold as marble. 
The features of 
the child were as natural as when death first 
occurred. the head reclining to one side. 
One hand was resting at the side, with elbow 
slightly raised, which change of position had 
the appearance of a struggle after burial, but 
which was no doubt caused by the operation 
of gases. 
Upon examination it was found 
th at the remains were entirely petrified, and 
had the same condition to the touch as the 
solid substance around the body above re­ 
ferred to. 
This solid formation, which re­ 
sulted from a former liquid state, came about 
half-way upon the face, and both this and 
the petrified remains were as positive in 
firmness as marble itself. 
. 
A nother well-known case of petrifaction 
was th at of the remains of M ary Gibson, who 
was murdered in this city by M ortim er in 
1872. 
She was buried in the City Cemetery. 
Some fifteen months afterward her remains 
were taken up to be removed to San F ran ­ 
cisco, when it was found th at they were com­ 
pletely petrified, and were as heavy as stone. 
H er features and 
appearance were 
still 
natural, except the spots upon her face 
where ehe wa? bruised in her straggle with 
M ortimer, which places were turned black 
and looked like ebony, but were solid in pet­ 
rifaction like the remainder of her body. 


Infam ous C onduct.—A girl who has been 
an inm ate c.f the Orphan Asylum, and re­ 
cently went from there to a place in the city 
to work as help ia a family, was a few days 
since enticed away by a worthless fellow, 
who took her to a room on L street, where 
she remained a day or so, and was then 
spirited away by a worthless vagabond of the 
" fancy” order, who gives 
the name of 
Charles Cook—the same individual who not 
long since enabled a girl to escape from the 
city jail out of a window, bv means oi a rope. 
He took the present girl to Woodland, where 
they remained together nearly a week, whr.u 
she was compelled to return by reason of ill­ 
ness, resulting from the criminal course into 
which .-he had bsen drawn. 
She was fur- 
ni»hed with a place to stay last night at the 
police headquarters, and Cook has been ar­ 
rested.

L o n d o n , August 31.—An immense crowd 
to-day cheered Bradlaugh when he entered 
the Palace y .rd on his way to Westminster 
Hal), some time before the assembling of the 
House of Commons. On Bradlaugh attempt­ 
ing to eater the House, he was quietly re­ 
in >ved from the lobby and escorted by the 
police into the yard, where he stood convers­ 
ing with a friend. 
Tu the II iuse of Commons Labouchere 
raised the question cf privilege that the reso- 
lu i ia of the House ia regard to Bradlaugh 
o n ly ex clu d ed him from tho House, uhereas 


he bad been removed from the lobby, and he 
moved that the officials were therein exceed­ 
ing their ajthoriy. 
The Speaker replied that he considered it 
his duty to order Braclaueh’s removal, and 
added: “ The door of the Houso is closed.” 
The cheers of the crowd outside were au­ 
dible inside the House. 
_ 
Gladstone supported the Speaker, and said 
that Lafcouchtre’s motion was untenable. 
Afier his first repulse Bradlaugh remained 
some time standing in the Palace yard with 
his arms folded and three policemen in front 
of him barring his way to the House. 
Gladstone declared that Bradlaugh must 
now be treated as havirg no more right to 
enter the House than a stranger had. 
Northcote indorsed Gladstone’s views. 
While Sir Wilfred Lawson was speaking 
against th8 “ illegal conduct ” of the House, 
Bradlaugh, who evaded the police, endeav­ 
ored to force his entrance, but was seized by 
the messengers and dragged from the doors, 
when he was taken in charge by six police­ 
men, still resisting strenuously, his coat being 
torn in the struggle. 
The Speaker ruled that the motion of Sir 
Wilfred Lawson, for rescinding the former 
resolutions agaiust the admission of Brad­ 
laugh, was irrelevant, and the question be­ 
fore the House wss as to the conduct of the 
Speaker in prohibiting Bradlaogh’s access to 
the lobby. 
After Broad'nurst and Cowan had spoken in 
favor of Bradlaugh, Right Hon. John Bright 
described how Bradlaugh was brought down 
to the Palace yard in a fainting condition. 
He thought that such sceneB were unpre­ 
cedented. 
He appealed to the Opposition to 
reconsider thtir former decision so as to ex­ 
trícate themselves from their present diffi­ 
culties. 
He was then called to order for ir­ 
relevancy. 
Lord John Manners eaid that Mr. Bright’s 
attitude was calculated to encourage Brad­ 
laugh, who had necessitated his forcible re­ 
moval by attempting to force his entrance. 
An amendment to Labouchere’s motion, de­ 
claring that the House approves the conduct 
of the Speaker and the officials under his 
orders, was accepted by Gladstone and 
Northcote, and was passed. 
A number of 
Liberal members quitted the House before the 
vote was taken, amidst ironical cheers. 
Bradlaugh, after his expulsion, went to 
Bow street for a summons against the police. 
The summons was refused, but the magistrate 
advised him to prepare information in refer­ 
ence to the summons desired for the assault. 
The amendment to Labouchere’s motion 
passed by 191 to 9. 
Bessaut and the two 
daughters of Bradlaugh were present in 
Weatminster Hall. Two hundred extra po­ 
licemen were on duty. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
L o n d o n , August 3d.—The statement that 
the first removal of Bradlaugh on his at­ 
tempting to enter the House was effected 
quietly appears to be an error. He made the 
attempt soon nfter the business of the House 
commenced. He informed Erskine, Deputy 
Seigeant-at- A ims, that he was there by the 
mandate of his consiitutents, and would not 
yield to anything illegal. 
Upon Erskine 
putting out Ids hand to prevent his passage, 
Bradlaugh pushed him, and he was imme­

It is unlawful to kill grouse, prairie- 
chickens, fool-hcns, etc.. between the 1st 
day of March and the 15th day of August;

March 1st and August 10th. 
The law 
makes no allowance for ignorance of its 
provisions. 
The Florence (Arizona) Enterprise says ; 
Fine grapes, raised in the valley, are sell­ 
ing in Florence for ten cents per pound. 
Other fruits raised in the valley are pro­ 
portionately cheap. 
Florence is spared the 
necessity of depending on foreign markets 
for her fruits and vegetables ; she receives 
an abundant supply from the eurrrunding 
ranches, and has some t» spare. 
Within a 
few years this valley will produce enough 
fruit to supply all the markets of Arizonr. 
Our farmers are just commencing to plant 
out vineyards and orchards. 
We recently gave an account of the rav­ 
age* of the black scale-bug in Los Angeles 
county, and remarked that there was noth­ 
ing of the kind in this county. 
We regret 
to say that we were mistaken. To-day J. S. 
Harbi9on brought into the office several 
twigs clipped from his peach and pear trees 
now growing on his city premises. 
They 
are loaded with these pests, and even the 
white sage bushes growing in the same 
vicinity have been attacked by these para­ 
sites. 
This would indicate that no sort of 
growth is free from their attacks.—[San 
Diego Unien. 
The result of interviews by the San 
Diego Situ with leading apiarists npcn the 
subject of the honey crop of this year is 
not encouraging. 
Mr. Harbison, of the 
firm of Harbison k DowliDg, the largest 
apiarists in the world, estimates that not 
more than one-tenth the amount of last 
year will be produced. 
F. P. M. Rainbow, 
of Fall Brook, will have about 100 cases 
for market, and Mr. Gaskill, of Campo, will 
have about 250 cases. 
Some will be sent 
from Cottonwood valley. 
A few other 
favored places will produce a small yield, 
but many will have barely enough to feed 
their bees until tho next season. Mr. Har­ 
bison proposes to reduce his bees one-fourth 
by destroying weak hives.

O x y g e n 
G a s . — The manufacture of 
oxygen gas to be distributed to consumers 
has long since been looked upon as a de­ 
sirable thing, and now a firm in Paris 
claims to have accomplished the purpose in 
a manner promising commercial success. 
The operation is based on the absorption, 
by baryta, at a certain temperature, of 
oxygen from the air, and the fact that the 
oxygen will be released when the baryta is 
heated to a higher temperature. 
Hereto­ 
fore it has keen found that baryta gradually 
lost its power of absorption ; 
but the 
Parisian chemists say that they have over­ 
come that difficulty, and that their mate­ 
rial has remained unchanged alter four 
hundred operations. 
The gas obtained is 
said to be 95 per cent oxygen, and will 
cost about 70 cents per thousand cubic 
feet. 
If it could be distributed like il- 
lumioating gas, and at small cost, it would 
be of great value for heating, lighting and 
bleaching purposes, and in nearly all in­ 
dustries. 
There are vast oceans of oxygen 
to draw upon, and if only some cheap and 
simple method of securing it can be ob­ 
tained. —

HYDRAULIC MINING. 


A S t a t e m e n t by the M iners’ Associa­ 


t i o n of California. 


Sax Francisco, August 1. 1SS1. 
So many misleading argum ents have lately been 
made to the public, antagonistic to the business of 
hydraulic gravel m ining,'th at \re deem it our duty 
to make the following statem eut, showing the facts 
as they actually exist, which we tru st will receive 
that dispassionate consideration iruin the people of 
the State which the im portance of the issues at 
stake demands. 


CHARACTER AND IMPORTANCE OF THE MINES. 
California has produced, rince the discovery of 
gold in 1848, between 81 100,€C0,000 and $1,200,000,­ 
000 of th at metal, of which very much the larger 
p irtion ha? come, either directly or indirectly, from 
the ancient or pliocene river channels. 
Fully nine- 
tenths of the placer gold thus far produced was the 
result of the natural washing away of these chan­ 
nels, the earthy m atter having been carried down 
In to the plains and inland lakes, thus building up 
the great valley of California ; the gold, hy virtue of 
its great weight, rem aining behind in the beds of 
the ravines and rivers draining the western slope of 
the Sierra. 
As the placers became exhausted, the miners na­ 
turally turned their labors to the sourcts from 
which the p’acer gold had been derived. Commenc­ 
ing in 1851, they have et. adily prosecuted the de­ 
velopment ami working of the ancient river beds, 
until the yield from them am ounts annually to a 
sum Cary ng from ->11,000,000 to $13,000,000, with 
the prospect for mauy years to couie of equally 
great returns. 
In order to accomplish this result the expenditure 
of large sums of money has been required in build­ 
ing dim s, canals and tunnels. 
The Bloomfield and 
Milton Companies afford a good illustration of the 
large capital necessary for the successful develop­ 
m ent of such properties. 
Work was vigorously 
commenced on the mines of these companies in 
1S54, since when about $4.000,000 has been expend­ 
ed -all representing “ capital account"—uutil 1878, 
when their works were finally completed. 
All this 
84.000 000, with unim portant exceptions, was fur­ 
nished by stockholders resident in California. 
We roughlv estim ate the present actual value of 
the3e mines m California to be 880,000,000; adding 
to this the properly whose value is dependent upon 
the exiateucc of the mines, there results a total 
preseut value of probably 8100,000,000. 
The owners of the gravel mines have been con­ 
ten t with much smaller returns from their invtfct- 
ments, than from ventures either in gold qua'lz, 
silver, copi>er or coal mines. 
They believed that 
the undoubted extent and 
p rinanence of the 
auriferous gravel beds w a rra n td the opening of 
mines, promising comparatively m oderate profits. 
At the time when by far the larger p art of th tsc ex- 
j>enditiire3 of capital had beeu made, the right of 
the m iner 
deposit his “ fc riling»” in the river 
beds was ucoepttd by the w hole State as a m atter 
of course. 
These vast investm ents have bren made in good 
faith, a id now* demand equal protection of the Iawr 
with other property. 
It is falsely asserted th at the stoppige of these 
mines would only involve the destruction of the 
capita) placed in them , “ n ost of which is owned by 
foreigners,” and would inflict bat little injury upon 
the j»eople of the m iuing c mnties, 
Chinamen, 
powder and w ater being the forces employed.” 
To this appeal to the passions and prejudices of 
the community, we can tta te with authority, that 
the percentage of Chinese Compared with whites, 
employed in our mines, is f¿r less than is the case at 
the vallev farms ; not one of the leading mines of 
the State now using Chinese labor ; th at out of many 
hundreds of mines, there arc only three or four 
held by owners not residents of the United States, 
and, moreover, that the net return from these three 
or four mines has been quite moderate. 
The repeated assertions th at the mountain Jcoun- 
ties would be but slightly injured by the discontin­ 
uance of travel mining, are so absurd to one at all 
familiar with these localities as to be hardly worth 
the trouble of refutation. 
For the benefit of per­ 
sons who have no knowledge of these counties, we 
will, for illustration, state the present condition of 
Nevada county. This county owes no d e b t; it? taxes 
are low ; has a population of fully 21,000 souls: has 
an assessed value for taxation of over $9,000,000 ; 
its inhabitants, including its daily laborers, gener­ 
ally own their own comfortable homes ; neither in 
California nor elsewhere can be found a more truly 
prosperous and contented community ; the rate of 
wages is nearly double th at paid in the valley coun­ 
ties ; and the miners owning their own orchards 
and gardens, live in greater comfort than does any 
laboring class in any other pait of th e world. Fully 
one-half of this population directly depends for its 
subsistence upon hydraulic gravtl mining. 
Were 
these mines abandoned the couuty assessment roll 
would be reduced one-half, the burden of taxation 
would be consequently doubled on the remaining 
property, and depopulation and ruin would follow. 
The same condition of affairs would obtain in the 
counties of Placer, Sierra. Plum as and Trinity, 
while the lower counties of Butte and Yuba would 
be greatly injured. 
We recognize the fact th at injury has been in­ 
flicted upon the fanners of Sutter and Yuba coun­ 
ties, but we claim th at it is nei her right nor expe­ 
dient to destroy these prosperous mining c .immuni­ 
ties because of this injury. '»o this point, which 
seems utterly misuuderstood, a e ask attention. 
EQUITIES OK THE MINERS. 
It is assumed that so-called hydraulic m ining dif­ 
fers from othes methods of gold m ining, whereas It 
is absolutely identical in principle with the processes 
involved in either placer, drift or quartz mining. 
The theory of the extraction of the gold is the same. 
A stream of water washes away upon lower groun Js 
the earthy m aterial in which the gold i? imbedded, 
the gold by reason of its gravity rem aining behind. 
In early days of plactr mining, when there were 
literally hundreds of thousands of m iners wa hing 
the sr il in every eulch, ravine and river of the 
Sic: ra, the aggregate quantity of m aterial washed 
into the rivers m ust have exceeded th at am ount, 
which by improved, but similar appliances, is now 
being placed iu them . 
The best lauds on the Yuba anti Bear river3 were 
covered with mining debris by the great flood of 
1861-2, most of which was unquestionably the result 
of placer mining. 
The m iners have gone on sine; 1848, following the 
same plan of work, but gradually, by the outlay of 
great sums of money, Improving 
their earlier 
m ethoJs. 
For nearly thirty years their right t> thus mine 
rein lined unquestioned 
Lately, however, the very 
men who came to California, to wo k in the mines ; 
who did so work in them , and contribute to cover 
up valley lands ; w ho afterwards settled, a* farmers, 
upon the land below the m ines; have discovered 
th a t it is only the farm er who has rights, and that 
the miner, to whom is so largely due the greatness 
of our State, has been all along an interloper and a 
destroyer. 
When the orchards and rich bottom lands near 
Marysville and W heatland were covered with debris 
in 1562, th en the farming community should have 
asserted its pre em inent rights, and have thus pre­ 
vented the expenditure of the vast sum9 since used 
in developing the gravel mines. The tru th is, th at 
when these expenditures wf re made, even th • valley 
farmers considered hydraulic mining as legitimate 
an industry as agriculture. 
I t is erroneously stated that the Sutter and Yuba 
county fanners only wish to cloea the hydraulic 
mint s. 
In the su it of Keyes ve. Little York Com­ 
pany et cct , several drift mines were enjoined by 
the lower Court from further working. The language 
of the Injunction? granted, restraining the miners 
“ from suffering to flow muddy w ater,” if sustained 
by the highest juu ciul authority, means absolute 
destruction to all gold mining, for gold cun only be 
gotten by muddvm g water. 
In fact, carr>ing thi? legal principle to its logical 
c inclusion, the agriculturist would not be allowed 
to cultivate the slopes of the mountains. 
The on y way by which the pristine purity of the 
water? of the State can be brought back ¡3 by driv­ 
ing out the present population and rest T i n g the 
land to the nomadic Indian, for when civilized man 
touches the soil the rivers inevitably Itecome muddy, 
as has been notably the case in the Qi.io and other 
vAlleys oi our Eastern St ter. 
THE NECESSITY TO THE UNITED STATES OF THE 
CONTINUED PRODUCTION OF GOLD. 
The gravel channels of California have ) ie ded in 
the pas’ near one thousand millions of dollars in 
gold, which has been a m ighty force in bringing 
about the existing pros|**rity of the civilized world. 
A still greater quantity remains in our utw orked 
but developed channels, ready for extraction. 
It is a well recognized fact that only in California 
does there remain a large quantity of gold, the ex­ 
istence of which is definitely known. 
The gold product of Australia and ether part? of 
the world has been steadily decreasing for manj- 
years past, while only in California has th e yield 
been sustained. 
In this State the minimum product 
of $15,300,000 was reached in 1877, since when if has 
been steadily increasing, until for this year (1881), 
if the m ints arc not closed by the Courts, it will 
reach about $1!),000,OCO. 
Of this, as has before been 
stated, much the larger portion comes from the 
grave; mines. 
Can California can the United States- -suffer this 
great treasure to be forever lucked up in our m ount­ 
ains? 
Is it judicious to now insist upon such action by 
tho Courts, if it can be had, as will forever close 
these ercat treasuries against the State and the 
world ? 


EXAGGERATED STATEMENT OF INJURIES DONE. 
The State Engineer, in January, 1S80, after de- 
tiiled and careful exam ination, reported th at 43,546 
«eres of land had been depreciated in value by the 
fl)W of mining debug, with a resulting damage 
am ounting to $2,507,635. This has teen not very 
largely increased during the past year. These au­ 
thentic figures are raised by our opponents to 
100.000 acres, and to untold millions of loss. 
Tno depreciation in values at Marysville is well 
known to be chit fly due to the construction of rail­ 
roads, snd the exhaustion of the great placer mines 
on the Yuba and Feather n v trs, which obtained 
their supplies from that city. 
.Should the mine? all be doted, a? many of the 
valley people now seem to desire, the still further 
decay of |M arysville is assured, and we may add 
th at the now prosperous city of Sacramento will 
suffer a loss from which it will he difficult for her to 
recover. That this decay of M orysvibeis not due 
to incrcas d cost of riv r transportation; is clearly 
shown by the fact th at freights to and from that 
l lace and San Francisco are now, at the present low 
water stsge, as low or lower than they have been 
before. 
That the Feather and Sacramento rivers have been 
injured is conceded by all, but we have the official 
statem ent of Captain F.ads—as competent an a u -. 
Ibority on such m atters as can hr found in the 
w orld--that if the flow of heavy aand ia kept from 
entering tbo-*e stream s, they can readily, bv proper 
treatm ent, be brought into excellent condition. 
For two or three years past the prophecy of the 
approaching ruin of San Francisco harbor has been 
allow ed to slumber. There seem.? of late, however, 
some disposition to revive this charge, and, to tluve 
desirous of knowing the truth, we would refer to 
the testim ony of Professor Davidson, Chief of the 
United States Co.v-fc Survey’, and to th at of General 
Alexander and other able scientific gentlemen, taken 
by a Legislative Committee in lj>7$, in order to 
elucidate this question. 
It was then clearly shown 
th at the water on San Franc’sco bar was as deep, if 
not deeper than iul848, and the falsity of th ij charge 
was fully exposed. 
It seems to bo taken for granted th at wc have to 
deal in onr California rivers with engineering prob­ 
lems more difficult of solution than have before 
been encountered. This is not the case, for both 
in France and Italy many of th e rivers carry larger 
quantities cf earthy material in proportion to the 
w ater than docs the Sacramento. 
In these coun­ 
tries no great difficulty has been experienced in pro­ 
tecting the lower lands and rivers. 
DESIRE OF THE MINERS TO AID THE INJURED 
FARMERS. 
From the exam inations and reports of our en­ 
gineers we became satisfied, several year? since, 
th at it was prartictble, at a com paratirely moderate 
exjKmso, to safe’y store for many years to come all 
the injurious flow of mining debris in the Yuba, 
Bear and American rivers, by Conning reservona by 
th e construction of brush and stone dams ia the 
bottoms and canyons of thoso streams. 
The State Legislature, In 1$73, Luthorizcd the in* 


vestigatiqn of this question by a board of engineers. 
After elaborate surveys bad been made, the State 
Engineer reported th at a sufficient remedy could 
thus be obtained, not only to guard againtt future 
deposits of debris, but a!»o prim arily to protect the 
rivers and valleys from the very many millions of 
cubic yards of sand and gravel, which had been ac­ 
cum ulating in the stream s since the flood of 1S61-?. 
It seemed u njust th at the present generation of 
farm ers and m iners livirg m the northern |>art of 
the State should be compelled to pay exclusively for 
remedying damages cau ed by mining many years 
before, which had largely benefited the whole State, 
and especially San Francisco. 
With this iu view the now famous Debri? Act was 
strongly advocated by both miners and farmers,who 
in that measure asked for State aid, so th at the nec 
essary funds could be procured to inaugurate a th o r­ 
ough system of protection. 
In this legislation the 
m iners showed th eir willingness to pay their full 
share of the burden, by being taxed in th^ee differ­ 
e n t ways, and very much more heavily than any 
other class. 
Under the operations of this Act two restraining 
dam? were built in 18S0, one across the Yuba and 
the other across Bear river, at a cost of near $200,* 
000. 
The residue of the money procured by the 
taxes levied under the authority of the Act, am ount­ 
ing to some >290,000, was spent chiefly in building 
levees, for the purpose of confining the rivers, so 
that they nffght, by a scouring action, deepen their 
beds. 
These works were hastily built, and of course are 
yet necessarily incomplete. 
The dams, although 
broken, have been of much service, the one on the 
Yuba river having, it is thouaht, saved Marysville 
last w inter from inundation. 
Able engineer^» now 
report th at the dams can be made perm anent, and 
th at they will answer the purpose for which they 
were designed. 
It was never the intention of the m ining inter­ 
ests to advocate the perm anent continuation of a 
general State tax for this relief. 
It was hoped that 
the State at large would willingly contribute the 
small tax of five cenb? on the $100 for three years, 
and that after th at tim e the parties directlj inter­ 
ested could take care of the works at their own cost, 
and thereafter m aintain and extend them as neces­ 
sity demanded. 
CONCLUSION. 
The condition of affairs is briefly th is : Engineers, 
os able as can be fouud in the United States, assert 
th at the mines can be worked, th at the valley lands 
at the same tim e can be protected, and th at the 
navigable water-coursee of the State can bo brought 
into good condition. 
* 
In the face of these statem ents by scientific 
authorities, it is proposed to at once cut off from 
the annual revenue of the people of the State some 
$13,000,000. 
The ruin of the m ining counties will 
then follow, and yet the danger fr«. ux the vast de­ 
posits of debris now in the rivers will have to be 
m et. 
With no other result than the paym ent of huge 
fees to greedy lawyers, a m ultiplicity of suits has 
been commenced w>heu one alone would definitely 
settle the controversy. 
It is with regret th at we see hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars about to be spent in bitter litiga­ 
tion, when the same mone>, properly expended, 
would so largely contribute to the relief and settle­ 
m ent of the injury done to the f uroers. 
It has been shown how idle are the statem ents 
th at the product from our mines simply enriches 
foreign owners. 
The tru th is, th at much the larger 
p art of it is spcut for labor and supplies, and that 
in the end most of it centers in San Francisco. 
Had 
it not have been for the mining industry, that city 
would never have become the metropolitan and 
wealthy place it now is, but would, at the best, have 
been a provincial town slightly superior to Port­ 
land. Can San Francisco afford to see one of the 
chief sources of its prosperity destroyed 
The individal members of this Association are not 
alone engaged in n ining, but are manv of them also 
largely engaged in agriculture, trade ami man­ 
ufacturing. 
They deprecate the attem pts made to 
injure mining, not only because they believe it to 
be a legimate industry, but because they realize 
th at its destruction would most injuriously affect 
every m att rial interest in the 4Statc.

T h e R u s s ia n M u l b e r r y . — This valua­ 
ble arid ornamental tree was first brought 
to this country by the Russian Mennonites, 
and trees, the seed of which was planted 
fi ve years ago, are twenty feet in hight and 
six inches in diameter, and have borne full 
crops of fruit since they were two years 
old. 
Color of fruit, red and black ; flavor, 
sub-acid. In Russia they are used as we use 
raspberries and blackberries. 
Large quan­ 
tities of this fruit are sold annually in the 
markets of Rutsia. 
The tree is, as near as 
we can learn, a cross between the Morns 
nigra, or black mulberry, and the native 
Russian variety. 
The trees grow very 
large, frequently reaching a hight of fifty 
feet. 
The timber ia hard and durable, and 
the fence-posts made from it have the last­ 
ing qualities of catalpa or red cedar. 
A 
part of the trees have beautiful cut leaves, 
and some of them have as many as twelve 
lobes. 
Some of the trees were shipped to 
James Vick last autumn, who has spoken 
of the beauty of the leaves. 
The bark is 
grayish-white, 
branches drooping. 
The 
Russians also use it as a hcdge-plant, and 
it stands shearing as well as any tree on 
the list. 
It also grows as readily from 
cuttings as cottonwood or willow. 
Last 
year cuttings ma lc trees from three to five 
feet in hight. 
The tree Í9 perfectly hardv. 
Mercury 30 below zero, and not even the 
twigs injured.—[G. J. C., in Fruit Record.
